BIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 

SAN PEDRO, Oct. 4—Pref. W. E. 
Ritter of the University of California, 
was here yesterday in the interest of 
the new blologica) laboratory, which it 
is proposed to build soon. 

Thirty thousand dollars has bern 
subscribed in Los Angeles, and it is 
expected that $60,000 or $70,000 more 
will be raised before completion. The 
university has been carrying on this 
experimental work at East San Pedro 
several years with much success, and 
now it has grown in such importance 
as to demand a more complete lab- 
oratory for the analysis and study of 
marine life. The new laboratory will 
be located at Timm’s Point, one of the 
most central places on the coast for 
that purpose, and is to be the finest 
of its kind in the West. All of the 
latest apparatus will be supplied, and 
there will be nothing left undone that 
will in any way add to the advance- 
ment of knowledge.

"PHONE IMPROVEMENTS. 


The rebuilding of the Pacific States 


Telephone Company's telephone sys- 
tem in Long Beach has been com- 
pleted. The greater part of the re- 
construction has been executed under 
direction of W. O. Prosser. The sys- 
tem le now equipped for the handling 
of about twice the traffic that could 
have been handled before. About for- 
ty-five miles of wire have been strung, 
Over 100 large poles have been erected 
and about fifty smalier ones have been 
put up. Proximity to the sea causes 
the wires to corrode so that they: will 
last only three or four years. The re- 
eonstruction of the system involves 
many delicate questions of guying. 
When the wires at an a are at- 
tached to a pole the strain of a single 
wire may not have much effect, but 
the combined strain of a large num- 
ber of them is a tremendous force. and 
proper provision must be made for it 
if the pole is not to yield to the pow- 
erful pull.

The walnut crop of Southern Califor- | 


and Ranchito Walnut Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, with headquarters at Rivera, 
will contribute 250 carloads, about 45,- 
000 sacks. The season has been excep- 
tionably favorable and the quality of 
the nuts is excellent. 

The price has been ‘set at 9% cents 
for standards and 10 cents for soft- 
shelis, with 2 cents per pound less for 
second grades. This is an advance of 
one-half cent over last year’s prices, 
—. represents the highest yet received. 

The whole crop has already been dis- 
posed of at the above figures, and of 
course the growers are well satisfied. 

Last year the crop of the Rivera as- 
sociation was 35,920 sacks, weighing 
3,974,067 pounds.

humor? With this quality, they 
stand—let the criticasters sneer as 
they will—as two of the greatest novels 
of all time, novels unapproached and 
probably unapproachable since their 
day: without it, they would have been 
—well, not “Vanity Fair’ or David 
Copperfield,” so we cannot imagine 
what they would have been. 

It was the art of the old-time novel- 
ist to miingle his vehicles of appeal, to 
preserve in his fiction the proportion 
of joy and sadness that ie found in the 
average life. to make us laugh that 
we might the more surely weep with 
him, to cause our tears to start that 
we might be the readier with our 
emiles. For the art of contrast, now 
entirely abandoned in fiction, is yet the 
one which is the surest of result, as 


In te the most difficult of attainment. 


And it is this lack of contrast—this 
persistence of one theme, ome method, 
one appeal—in our modern novels 
which is their weakest point: and 
which is sure, sooner or later, to bring 
about either a revolution or a catas- 
trophe of fiction. Of course, there have 
always been novelists who de- 
void of humor: but never have their 
works. before the coming of this most 
sapient age, been hailed as great. Yet 
humor was not ot itself sufficient to 
give reputation to a novelist: Doug- 
les Jerrold was a noted wit, but as a 
writer of fiction he won no enduring 
success, whereas those of his con- 
temporaries who added to their pow- 
ers of humor due power of pathos. of 
delineation, of character-creation, 
found their works received with eager 
welcome. And those works for the 
most part still endure. 

It may be that the present race of 
novelists is entirely lacking in the sense 
of humor. This would explain not only 
their lack of that quality in their writ- 
ings. but their attitude toward man- 
kind and the intense seriousness with 
which thev take themselves and their 
calling. Moreover, it would explain— 
and explanation of some sort would 
seem to be necessarv—the production 
of such works as “The Eternal City” 
and “Temporal Power.” But the vub- 
Hic, however it may be deceived for a 
time, has a great sense of humor: 
and some day this will awaken, and 
the public will begin to lauch where 
it was not intended to lauch. And 
then will come either a new fiction, re- 
verting to old models, or chaos. To 
that prophecy we commit ourselves.

The English Queens. 

The methéds of historical writing 
have greatiy changed during the past 
century. We have become more criti- 
cal, more minute. more wedded to ab- 
solute fact: we have discarded color 
in favor of line, vividness in favor of 
accuracy. The question of gain and 
loss is one that might bear diecussion; 
but this is mot the place for an argu- 
ment upon the subject. Yet we would 
remind our readers that the older 
methods, where they did not sacrifice 
truth to picturesqueness, had certain 
distinct advantages; our histories of 
the t day may be more accurate 
than Macaulay, but are they as vivid 
and convincing The worship of fact 
has its penalties. — 

When Agnes Sirickland—for the mo- 
ment we adopt the general attribution 
of authorship—wrote her famous work, 
“Lives of the Queens of England,“ 
there still obtained the old traditions 
of historical com ition. Vitality was 
considered a quality as necessary in a 
history as was accuracy, and the 
method of presentation was not carped 
at if the desired effect were won. 

t the work to which we refer, and 

ich, in a new edition, we have un- 
der review, was neither dry nor dull, 
whatever its other faults. Not that 
truth was sacrificed to mere enter- 
tainment; by no means. But the pres- 
entation of truth was not held to be 
bound within narrow limits of state- 
ment; there was scope for good, as well 
as accurate writing. The personal 
equation was permitted to enter into 
the composition of an historical work 
in a manner which is not tolerated in 
this more precise day. The matter of 
advance of methods might assuredly 
be made subject of a not altogether 
one-sided debate. 

In our review of the present edition 
of Miss Strickland’s great work we 
shall, as usual, begin by noting the 
mechanics of the publication. These 
are of the highest class, as is invaria- 
ble in works issued by the house which 
puts forth the present volumes.

The 
history. which is already a classic and 
is assuredly destined to live long 
among the most valued works of its 
class, should now, we think. be given to 
the world as the work of Elisabeth as 
well as of Agnes Strickland. 

We shall, however. in our comments 
upon the work use the name of the au- 
thor as given in the Work and speak of 
it as by “Miss” Strickland and not by 
“the Misses of that Uk.

We have become accustomed to the 
us of the terms old school” and neu 
school" in comparative criticism of lit- 
erature, oratory ard acting. and in re- 
ligious matters we are rapidly grow- 
ing used to the distin« ‘ion between the 
“old thought” and the “new thought.” 
It is beyond dispute that the church 
militant is composed of members who 
differ greatly in many things from 
one another; there is a great variance 
in creeds, in the form: of services, in 


the interpretation of scriptural pas- 
sages. but none of these differences 
of external matters are ore pro- 


nounced than the difference in the ef- 
fect the acceptance of the same re- 
ligion will have upon different mem- 
bers. The effect to which we refer 
might be classified in its extreme as 


“cheerful” and ‘“sorrowfyl” relision 
with innumerable intermediate divi- 
sions. ‘“Serrowful" religion is still 


common, although it is fast declining 
from its position of dominance held ta 
with a century or a century.and a half 
since. In its decline it is giving place. 
and we can but belleve for the better- 
ment of the Christian faith, to a “cheer. 
ful” religion. This “cheerful” religion 
is making its presence felt through 
the lives of the host of believers, 
through the utterances of the pulpit, 
and very largely through the publica- 
tions of the religious press. 

One is strongly impressed with the 
evidence of this cheerful view of the 
Christian life by Edward Hutton’s 
“Studies in the Lives of the Saints.” 
The lives of the saints are not as a 
rule cheerful studies: there is about 
them a melancholy, especially if they 
are studied Ahrough the writings of the 
older writers, that is depressing. Im- 
mediately a host of ‘sorrowful’ believ- 
ers may arise, and decry any attempt 
to brighten the records of these lives, 
and we might consider their protest 
but for the fact that we are persuai- 
ed that a brightly-written book on re- 
ligious subjects will be read, that a 
dully-written book on reite sub- 
jects will not be read, and that.-reli- 
gious books are written to be tead— 
welcome Mr. Hutton's 


k. 

Our author has given us a dosen very 
brief studies of the lives of. saints. In 
his volume he has included consider- 
ations of St. Augustine. St. Benedict. 
St. Bernard, St. Dominic. St. Francie 
of Assist. Angela of Foligno. 
St. Catherine of Siena. St. Catherine 
Adorn!, St. Ignatius Loyola. St. Teresa 
St. John of the Cross and St. Rose of 
Lima. The timitation put upon the 
amount of space allotted to each of 
these studies precluded any attempt at 
exhaustiveness, and yet each study is 
in itself a complete picture not only 
of the subject. but. with the political, 
religious. or educational history of the 
time as its background, it 6 also a pnic- 
ture of the world’s history at the period 
treated. 

In our attempt to set forth Mr. Hu- 
ton's style ot treatment as well as his 
point of view we cannot do better than 
to borrow a few sentences from his 
concluding paragraph: “For me death 
would be a great misfortune. while to 
them it appears as a great reward. I 
eannot fiv with them. nor look into the 
face of the sun. In truth, lam fallen 
in love with life: te desert her for a new 
mistress, even though she should te 
death, would seem like treason. I 
am continually reminded that God 
made world even as He made heaven. 
IT am content He made it so well. So 
would not have you indignant tha: 
being no saint, but a man only, 1 
write as a man and not as a saint. 1 
know mv feebleness: my language 16 
that of the world, and not that of an- 
gels: alas. my thoughts are ever 
stained with the world’s penury. So 
do not look too high on these. my f- 
ures: I have but drawn them from the 
waist down, the shoulders and the 
head were beyond my sieht.“

Music and Musicians. 


The story of music is one that ad- 
mira y lends itself to the uses of the 
eveayist, for that story touches all the 
gamut of humanity. To be a musictan 
har for time out of mind been synon- 
ymous with being eccentric: and 
though of late the order of the con- 
ception has been somewhat reversed 
and some have won fame as musicians 


chiefly because of their eccentricities, 
there is yet in the connection sufficient 
coherence to afford opportunity for the 
student of human nature to learn much 
of quaintness and something of value 
from the story of music dnd musicians. 
+O: this opportunity advantage has 
been taken dy George PF. Upton in hia 
new “Musica Pastels.” The 
volume ts in itself attractive, being 
tastefully bound and well printed— 
though the proof-reading leaves much 
ta be desired—and containing some 
quaint and interesting portraits of va- 
rious musical celebrities. But it is for 
its verbal contents that it chiefly de- 
serves welcome. 

Mr. Upton has given us a volume of 
most interesting essays upon the sub- 
ject of music and musicians. 
some respects a companion volume to 
his excellent work, “Woman in Mu- 
sie;“ but we think that Musical Pas- 
tels“ is the better piece of work. Mr. 
Upton writes in an easy, light, pleas- 
ant style; he does not deal with the 
technical side of his subject, but 
rather with the literary and biograph- 
ical side thereof, and his essays make 
at delightful reading as we have 
chanced upon for some time. His 
range of subject is wide; but he treats 
ali with the same light and yet keen 
touch. bringing out the salient points 
and presenting Ahem in fashion best 
calculated to make them impressive. 
The book is at once entertaining and 
scholarly. 

The first essay—and one of the most 
interesting—deals with Nero, the 
Artist,” and the artistic aspects of 
that strange bundle of contradictions 
are well set forth. Then comes The 
Musical Smali-Coals Man,“ an essay 
Cealing with the singular character 
known as Thomas Britton, who ped- 
died coals during the morning and dur- 
ing the evening gave concerts which 
attracted the attendance of real mu- 
sicians. Next we find Muse and Re- 
ligion,"’ a very interesting relation of 
the connection between these two sub- 
jects as illustrated the lives of some 
of the eat musicians: In this eseay 
we find this charming anecdote of 
Hadyn: 

“When his friend, Carpani, once 
spoke to him of the gaiety in his sa- 
ered works, Haydn replied: ‘I cannot 
help it; 1 give forth what is in me.

gives an interesting account of the 
life and works neither of much im- 
portance, perhaps, but both of inter- 
est—of William Billings, of Boston, 
tanner, patriot, and composer. “The 
Beggar's Opera tells us much of the 
origin and meaning of that once cele- 
brated piece, but is perhaps the least 
interesting of the essays. Of far 
greater interest is its successor, The 
First Opera. which gives informa- 
tion that will be new to most read- 
ers. “Somo Musical Controversies” is 
a very entertaining paper, and “A Mu- 
sical Royal Family brings out a not 
nerally noted characteristic of the 
udors. “The Bulifinch and the 
Nightingale’ tells us not of birds, but 
of some old ballads, and is full of 
quaint knowledge, while “The Man 
Hesthoven' throws light upon a much. 
misunderstood character. 

All the essays are so written as to 
be most charming as well as in- 
structive, and are sure to be read and 
re-read by all who love the sister arts 
of music and literature. They are al- 
together delightful. G. R.

A Shakespeare Glossary. 

There has of late been published an 
unusual number of aids to the under- 
standing of the plays of Shakespeare. 
For our own part we are a little in- 
clined to resent this as an aspersion 
upon the intelligence of our age; for 
other ages seem to have existed with- 
out these aids and withal to have ex- 
tracted some pleasure and profit from 
the perusal of the works of the great 
dramatist. However, it is a character- 
istic of our time that it welcomes aii 
labor-saving devices in the matter of 
information, so that the authors and 
publishers of the “heips to comprehen- 
sion” of the works of Shakespeare 
haye doubtless reaped much profit from 
their ventures. 

Among these aids there are e 
which are distinctly worthy of com- 
mendation, even though they be cf the 
minority. Among them is to be classed 
the work which hes before us, entitled. 
“The Shakespeare Cyclopedia and 
New Glossary,” by John Phin. Of 
course the book is not intended for the 
profound Shakespearean scholar; but 
then the profound Shakespearean 
scholar is not so many in numbers 
that the loss of -his custom would ap- 
preciably affect the book trade. The 
work in question is intended for the 
ordinary reader of Shakespeare, the 
reader whose knowledge of matters 
classical and olden is not sufficientiv 
great to enable him to understand al! 
the more recondite references or even 
words to be found in the plays and 
poems of the great dramatist. For ex- 
amply. it may well be doubted if one 
reader in twenty can ten at call the 
exact reference of the line, “He comes 
in lke a perjure, wearing papers.“ and. 
if he do not tnderstand it, the full 
point of the application is, of course, 
wasted upon him. It is for this class 
of readers, intelligent, but not pro- 
foundly versed in olden lore, that the 

sent work fs intended, and it 1s 
Bost admirably fitted to achieve its 
purpose of aiding the general reader 
to a true appreciation of the meanings 
of Shakespeare. It aims to give the 
meanings of all the old and unusual 
words found in Shakespeare’s works

There Is 
an introduction to the book, written 
by Prof. Dowden, which enhances its 
value, and there are several detached 
features besides those which we have 
mentioned: but the latter form by far 
the most important portion of the 
work. The management of the work is 
that of a dictionary. so that any sub- 
ject or word can be found without 
trouble, and all the mechanics are ex- 
cellently managed.

80 
the book is written from the standpoint 
of a man who owes his very life, as well 
as the prosecution of the duty which 
lay nearest to his heart, to the splendid 
service of the animals of which he 
writes.

Stories of Finance. 

That there is in finance an element of 
romance may not be a new discovery, 
but it is a fact which has given color 
to many books of late. Indeed, it would 
seem that the field of financial romance 
is broadening at the same time tbat 
more are coming to reap fruit therefrom 
in the matter of fiction, since never be- 
fore today have there been so many 
subjects in this wise that lend them- 
selves to the needs of novelists. Among 
the writers to take advantage of this 
state of things Will Payne is not the 
least, though neither is he the greatest. 
He has done some very excellent work in 
this line in his new book, “On Fortune's 
Road.“ a volume of short stories. Of 
the seven tales containd in this volume, 
all but one deal with some aspect of the 
power of money, with some ramification 
of the story of trade, legitimate or oth- 
erwise. one exception, by the way 
“The Lame Boy,” is a Vv able picce 
of work. Even it has its al as- 
pect, since it deals with the result of 
the absorption of a man in his bust 
ness career; but it is psychical in its 
nature, and is strong and pathetic. 

To take up the rest of the stories seri- 
atim, the first is entitled “In the Panic,” 
and is in our judgment the least meri- 
torious of the collection. It deals with 
a “run” on a savings bank, and with 
the somewhat inestimable methods 
adopted by the president to save a lit- 
tle from the impending crash, the said 
methods being brought into contrast 
with those employed by a clerk in the 
bank, and the girl who would have 
benefited by his betrayal of trust. The 
story did not greatly please us, and we 
were hardly prepared for the far better 
work which We found later on. “The 
second story, “A Day in Wheat,” while 
a decided improvement upon its prede- 
cessor, is still not up to the best stand- 
ard of Mr. Payne's work, though the 
picture of the girl looking amusedly 
down upon the floor of the exchange 
where her father is at that moment be- 
ing ruined is good. In the next story, 
however, The Plant at High Grove.” 
we find Mr. Payne at his best, and it is 
a strong and in some ways remarkable 
story. It touches on the question of 
philanthropy in trade; and while it is 
inconclusive, it gives food for thought. 
We greatly liked this story, and were 
therefore the more disappointed when 
we found in its successor, “ Chair- 
man’s Politica,” a conventional tale of 
a “boss” and a man who found in his 
love for a woman a sudden desire ‘to 
have clean hands. The story is most 
moderate, and indeed vague in purpose, 


and conventional in method. Of ‘The 


Lame Boy” we have already spoken, 
and “The Salt Crowd’s Trade,” 
while slight in material, is excellently 
told; and of decided interest. The last 
of the stories, The End of the Deal.“ 
is not of the very best of the collectioa, 
but is yet fairly interesting in its pic- 
ture of a man absorbed in the game of 
gain, and in its portrayal of the result 
of defeat. 

Altogether we find in Mr. Payne's 
stories very much to commend. They 
are interesting, they are human, and 
they bear—though never obtrusively— 
a moral. For Mr. Payne almost in- 
variably deals with the story of failure; 
and it is well that this should be 
brought before the world, that it be 
not dazzled with success. We recom- 


mend the book to all who enjoy vital 
stories of the strenuous life of today.

The sweeter the rose is the better. 
for the sweetness of this flower ie of 
such peetiliar delicacy that it neither 
cloys upon the nostrils nor palls upon 
the senses. Other flowers can be so 
sweet, so heavy with odor, that they 
make one languid. But the roce is 
invigorating, and it is known n 
that the concentrated rose—that is, 
the natural odor as obtained from 
roses in great quantities—will cer- 
tainly act upon the person as though 
he or she had been fanned RL a 
breeze. A rose pillow, for example. 

From this standpoimt there is no 
such thing as getting too nuch of the 
odor of the rose, and the stronger 
it is the better. It inhaled directly 
from the verv heart of the flower it is 
more beneficial to the patient than 
though it were imhaled at long dis- 
tance through a more essence or an 
extract.

The best rose is the garden rose 
slightly cultivated, so that it retains 
its rose flavor without having 
lost anything by being cultivated. 
Though in this connection it-may be

stated that the rose is peculiar, and 
never loses a great deal, for it is al- 
ways a rose and its odor is always 
good, 

One of the rose treatments fs 
through the eyes. There are women 
who suffer from nervousness and 
sights affect them.

HE public-spirited citizen is found everywhere in 
I our midst, and he is quick to discern the public's 

needs, and to deplore its failures and shortcomings, 
and to map out the lines of action that should be pur- 
sued by the people to avoid them. Human nature, at 
its best, is very quick to observe the faults of others, 
and to trace out the responsibility that rests with them, 
but how often does the average citizen, while contem- 
plating what is objectionable in public affairs, take the 
matter home to himself and searchingly inquire how far 
he himself is responsible for the existence of that which 
offends him? 

In a government like ours, where every man is 4 
sovereign citizen, it is true, as some one has sald: “We 
cannot if we would disengage ourselves from any part 
or class of society, or any individual of it. If any idles 
or commits a crime, he does it at our expense. He is 
a piece of an organism which demands his perfect work- 
ing for the perfect working of other parts.” 

Accepting the truth of this statement, would it not be 
a wise thing for those who recognize and would reform 
existing evils to ask, each one himself, individually— 

“What kind of a country would this country be, 
If every citizen was just like me?” 

This question is 4 probe which a great many in this 
wide, free land of ours need to use. In no land in the 
wide world have the people such cause for thankfulness 
as in our own land. As the lamented McKinley once 
said: This country differs in many essential respects 
from other countries, and, as is often said, it is just the 
difference between our political equality and the caste 

conditions of other nations which elevates and enlight- 
ens the American laborer and inspires within him 3 
feeling of pride and manhood. The labor of the coun- 

try constitutes its strength and its wealth, and the bet- 
ter that labor is conditioned, the higher its rewards, the 
wider its opportunities and the greater its comforts and 
refinements, the better will be our civilization, the more 
sacred will be our homes, the more capable our children, 
and the nobler will be the destiny which awaits us.” 

This free government of ours is not a machine, but 
it is composed of the sovereign citizens all over the 
land. The vote of the poor man ceunts for just as much 
as the vote of the rich man. .“To labor is accorded its 
full share of the advantages of a government like ours. 
None more than the laborer enjoys the benefits and 
bletsings which our free institutions make. There is 
no better way of securing what we want and what we 
believe is best for us and those for whom we have a 
care, than the old way of striving honestly for it.” 

As a factor of the great whole, no man in a govern- 
ment like ours can escape his share of the fesponsibility 
for existing: wrongs. If he can do nothing more he can 
consider well his vote and vote right and always “walk 
in the path of the right, always being sure at the 
same time that he is right himself and time will bring 
the victories.” If every man would do this, what an 
added cleansing power would there be in the American 
ballot. It would be mightier than great armies in wip- 
ing out the wrongs and the evils which exist in our midst 
would speedily be done away. Shall not every voter 
ask himself how far he is individually responsible for 
the evils that exist in our land? A country without 
caste should have no antagonizing classes. There 


should be no antagonism betweén labor and capital, 
those interdependent forces so necessary to the life of 
a nation; no conflict between the laborer and him who 
works with his brain. It is like the hand saying to 
the head, “I do not need you; I count you my enemy,” 
or the head saying to the hand, “my sphere is my own, 
I do not count you as necessary to my success.” The 
folly of such a course we can all readily perceive, and let 
us all recognize the fact that all kinds of honest toil 
ministers to growth, and let us remember that no one 
class in the country can suffer without all other classes 
suffering with it, and no one class can be truly prosper- 
ous without enhancing the prosperity of all other classes. 
We should labor for the well being and happiness of 
others, remembering what some wise man has said: 
“Goodness does not more certainly make men happy 
than happiness makes them good,” and goodness is all 
that we need to insure the perfection of American life 
and character.

Our Goods in the Department Storc:. 


I find American goods for sale in the department 
stores of Paris. There are several such establishments 
here and some quite as large as any in the United States. 
Indeed, I doubt whether there is a department store in 
America larger than either the Bon Marché or the 
Louvre. The Bon Marché has five floors and a base- 
ment, each of which covers an acre, so that it has about 
six acres of floor space. It employs 4000 clerks and does 
a business running high into the tens of millions of dol- 
lars per year. It was founded by the son of a hatter 
named Boucicault about fifty years ago, who began in a 
small way, but who gradually built up the business into 
one of the greatest of Paris. 

A peculiar thing about the Bon Marché is that it is 
managed on the coöperative principle. Boucicault mar- 
ried a common working girl. and after he died his wife 


took the business. “When she died she made a will leav- { 


ing it to her employés and assistants, so that the es- 
tablishment now has about 500 stockholders, and every 
clerk gets some percentage over the amount paid him 
for wages. In 1880 the shares in the company were 
worth about $10,000, the same shares are now worth 
over $60,000, and pay annual dividends of $3600. 


A Store That Feeds Its Clerks. : 


_ After going through the lower moors 1 was taken 


to the top and shown the dining-rooms. All the em- 
ployés are fed free. They have a breakfast at noon 
which is more like a dinner than our breakfast. It con- 
sists of soup, meat, vegetables and dessert. One thou- 
sand clerks are dined at a time, the eating beginning at 
11 and continuing until 1. There were one thousand 
men at the tables today when I entered the dining- room 
and several hundred women in rooms adjoining. The 
big dining-room must cover at least half an acre. It has 
eighty windows and is 600 feet long. I noticed that each

man had a quart bottle of wine at his place, and was 
told that even the wine is free, and that everyone has 
coffee and a glass of brandy, rum or liquor at the close 
of the meal. Indeed, I saw the brandy served. 


From the dining-room I was taken into the kitchens, 
where at least a score of cooks, scullions and butchers 


were at work. Most of the cooking is done in enormous 


gas ranges and steam boilers. There are nine boilers, 
each as big as a hogshead, used to make the soups and 


stews. Three of these contain 800 quarts and two others 


have each a capacity of more than 100 gallons. When 
the whole store takes mutton chops for dinner the meat 
is cooked in grills which open and shut just 
waffle iron. If you would take two iron-barred garden 
gates and hinge them together so that they could be laid 
on the coals you might have something thing like one 
of these grills. Each will hold a hundred chops, and 
the arrangements are such that 600 steaks or chops can 
be broiled in twelve minutes. Seventeen hundred pounds 
of potatoes are fried at the same time and 1400 eggs can 
be bolled at once. 


Every Clerk a Partner. | 


Connected with the Bon Marché are lodging houses 


for the women employés, who are given house, linen, 
fire and food free of charge. All employés after five 
years’ service have an interest in what is called the 
Boucicault Provident Firm, consisting of a certain 
amount of the profits of the house proportionate to the 
salary received. Four per cent. interest is paid on the 
accumulations of this kind, and this is added to the 
capital. After a woman has been employed for fifteen 
years or a man for twenty, he or she can withdraw this 
capital, or the same right is given upon reaching fifty 
years of age. If a girl marries, however, she is given 
the entire amount of her capital, irrespective of the term 
of service. Since the foundation of the firm more thas 
$350,000 has been paid out to employés, and the capital 
of the fund at present is about $700,000. 


In addition to this there is another fund which pro- 
vides pensions for such employés as have worked in 
the establishment for twenty years or have reached the 
age of fifty. The capital of this fund is $1,000,000, ang

The English 
clerk who acted as my interpreter told me that the ice- 
cream freezers are very popular. The French do not 
know ice cream as we make it. Indeed, I have not had 
a good dish of ice cream since I left the United States.

Yankee Shoes and Hats. 


You can get the chief makes of American hats in Paris, 
but they cost fully as much as they do in the United 
States. I was asked 25 francs or $5 for a derby today. 

This year many Panama hats are being worn, and I 
do not see why an importation of such goods from the 
Philippine Islands would not pay. The Filipinos make 
as good hats as South Americans, and they sell them at 
a much less cost. I bought a hat in Manila for $5 which 
would cost $25 here in Paris, and the ordinary $2.50 hat 
sold there would be worth three times as much here. 
Men's Panama hats trimmed with eagle feathers are now 


especially popular with fashionable ladies of Paris. A 


good hat of this kind is worth $16. 

The American lamp is beginning to make its way into 
Europe, as are also our gas stoves and ranges. There 
are plenty of American shoes, both real and imitation, 
Those made by the French are nothing like so 
as the imported article, nor will they sell as well. 
One man tells me that he handles about 2000 pairs of 
American shoes every year, and that his sales are stead- 
ily increasing. He says they are excellent shoes when 
the makers are conscientious. ! 


I met a curious American on the top of the Eiffel 
tower yesterday afternoon. He came from Portland, 


companies which manufacture burlap wall coverings. He 
tells me that.this is one of the live articles of the Amer- 
ican invasion, and that it is steadily pushing its way to 
the palaces of the rich on this side of the water. His 
firm sold over 300,000 yards in Europe last year. The 
most of this went to England, and a part of it is now 
on the walls of the Prince of Wales's bedroom. Another 
roll or so was used in the decoration of Balmoral Cas- 
tle, Queen Victoria's favorite palace in Scotland, and 
other rolls decorate the mansions of lords and dukes 
galore. The young Oregonian has already established 
agencies in Norway and Sweden, Denmark, Germany 
and Italy, and he is now making arrangements to paper 
the French republic. 


American Paper Needed. 


It would seem to me that we might sell more writing 
paper and pulp paper to France than we are now doing. 
The paper used here is of two kinds—very good and 
very poor. For business letters the French use a cheaper 
grade than that used in the United States, but for social 
correspondence they have the best. 3 

The newspapers are printed on the cheapest of wood 
Pulp, with the exception of the expensive journals, such 
ag the Figaro. There are 2600 journals and periodicals 
published in Paris alone, and of these a large number 
are dailies. The newspapers are much smaller than 
ours, but some of them, such as the Petit Journal and 
Le Matin, have enormous circulations. The Petit Jour- 
nal claims the largest circulation in the world. The 
papers sell from 1 to 4 cents, or from 5 centimes to 20 
centimes each. They are cried on the stréets, and also 
sold in little galvanized iron news stands on the outer 
edges of the street in all parts of the city. The kiosks 
belong to the government, and the newsdealers pay rent 
for them. They make their money by the commissions 
they receive on the sales of the papers. The usual rate 


is two-fifths of a cent per copy for a one-cent paper, 


and three-fifths of a cent for papers that sell from 2 to 3 
cents each. Such newsdealers on the boulevards sell 
the different American magazines. They not infre- 
quently have American newspapers, and always the 
Paris edition of the New York Herald, which is partly 
in French, and which has so much continental social 
news in it that it can hardly be called American. 


France Wants American Coal. ‘ 


I had a talk last night with Mr. Lazare Weiller, who 
recently returned from the United States, where he has 
been locating a place for twenty young students which 
France from now on must keep in America to study 
our industrial and business methods. Mr. Weiller is de- 
lighted with his reception in the United States, and is 
urging that closer commercial relations should be es- 
tablished. Said he: 

“The French have never felt more friendly toward the 
Americans than they do now. We appreciate your won- 
derful kindness and great munificence in sending sup- 
plies to our suffering people of Martinique, and we 
should like to do what we can to make our trade rela- 
tions with you closer. Indeed, I may say the French 
will do all they can to meet the people of the United 
States in this way. We should be glad to buy anything 
of you when it is not to our great advantage 
to buy elsewhere.” : 

“Along what special lines can our trade with France 
be most easily increased?” I asked. 

“There are several lines,” replied Mr. Weiller, “and 
especially that of coal. I should say that you could 


give us our surplus coal quite as advantageously as the 

English and Belgians. Our annual production of coal is 
about 15,000,000 tons short of the demand, and we have 
to go to England or Belgium for supply. The United 
States could easily furnish this and I hope that arrange- 
ments can be made to that effect.” 


How France Keeps Warm. | mon 


Since I saw Mr. Weiller I have had further talk 
about the coal industry of France with other parties. I 
am told that the time is ripe for the introduction of our 
coal here and that there is no doubt but that if properly 
pushed it could make its way into the markets. At 
present France is using about 45,000,000 tons of coal, 
and the home production last year was not quite 33,- 
000,000 tons. Only 5 per cent. of this is anthracite, the 
remainder being bituminous and lignite. At present 
quite a lot of American coal is coming into Marseilles, 
and I understand that it is successfully competing with 
the Cardiff coal there. The American coal receipts at 
that port during the last year have been over 200,000 
tons. The most of the Havre coal comes across the 
channel from Great Britain, and that of Northeastern 
France from Belgium via railroad and canal. 

All sorts of fuel are used in France and that most 
economically. There is no waste of wood or coal. Many 
of the railway companies use coal dust for running their 
steam engines. The dust is pressed by hydraulic force 
into briquettes or bricks. Coal dust pressed into balls 
the size of eggs is used for cooking and also for house- 
heating and grate fires. It seems to heat as well as 
lump coal. | 3 

Here in Paris wood is sold by the bundle and the or- 
dinary wood yard is a little store about eight or ten feet 
wide, facing the street, the wood and kindling being 
piled up on shelves. It is estimated that France spends 
almost $70,000,000 a year for wood, and I am told that 
wood, outside of kindling, is so costly that it is only used 
by the rich. 

A great deal of gas is now being used for cooking, 
especially in the larger establishments. There are no 
hot-water plants or stem-heating plants to speak of, 
and the average flat or office building is heated by coal 
stoves or grates. The people do not know what it is to 
be warm in the American sense of the word, and the 
luxury of a fire is dispensed with, except in the coldest 
weather. 


Yankee Comforts for French Babies, 


I have already spoken of the American toys which 
are sold in different parts of Europe. You may find 
some in Paris and they are to my mind prettier than the 
French toys, and, as a rule, much cheaper. There is an 
opening also for our baby carriages, both here and in 
England. Those used in Paris and London are the most 
uncomfortable things I have ever seen. The London 
baby is wheeled about in a sort of a foot bath on wheels, 
called a perambulator. The most common carriage has 
two seats, so that it can be used for twins if needed, 
and it is not so common to see it so occupied. Even the 
perambulators are rough looking, and the beautiful 
basket-work affairs made tn America would certainly 
sell. 

The baby carriages of France are more like ours, but 
they are not half so comfortable nor so pretty. The 
best are made of basket work, with four wheels, two big 
ones and two small ones behind. You see the little ones 
of Paris everywhere in the parks and public squares in 
such carriages. Each has a nurse guarding it and as 
a rule a policeman or a soldier is near by, gratuitously 
guarding the nurse. |

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FOXY FILIPINO FAKER. 
GREW RICH BY BUNCOGAME WITH AN 
IMAGE OF THE CHRIST.

WO wooden images and a ventriloquist's voice are 
capital enough to make a man rich, if he uses them 
rightly. | 

José Zaide, a Filipino, tried k and succeeded. That 
he landed in jail was not due to any flaw in his bunco 
scheme, but to the use he made of his money by aiding 
the insurgents. 

His arrest and the capture of his novel outfit are the 
subject of the latest stcry from the Philippines, brought 
by the men of the Eighth Infantry, whose officers have 
the honor of having run José Zaide to earth. 

In proof of the story they brought the wooden images, 
which will be sent to the museum at West Point, to 
serve not only as a quaint representation of primitive 
Filipino art, but as showing an advanced stage in the 
art of humbuggery in the land of little brown men. 

Zaide’s outfit consists of two carved heads, one rep- 
resenting the Christ, and one the Virgin Mary. In each 
case the traditional cast of feature has been retained, 
but in one point tradition seems to have been then 
to the four winds. The Christ head is brown, the color 
of the Filipino. Accompanying the heads are four 
hands, two black and two white, exquisitely carved, and 
two pairs of straw-stuffed arms, a crimson velvet robe, 
gaudily trimmed in gold tinsel, a dress of Filipino cloth, 


He could throw his voice so it seemed to come from the 


three hemp wigs, and an elaborate halo of gilded tin. 


These Images have every appearance of religious relies. 
They are, however, but the paraphernalia of a Filipino 
swindler who had no conscience in the matter of this 
sacrilegious use of sacred figures or of turning to ac- 
count the superstitions of his countrymen. 

His motives have not the saving savor of patriotism, 
or loyalty to a lost cause. They were flagrantly selfish. 
While it is true that he equipped a regiment of soldiers 
for the insurgent leader, Caballes, he did this merely 
to gain insurgent protection for himself. 

According to the story of Capt. M. B. Stewart, who 
made the arrest, José Zaide found in the superstitious 
faith of a certain sect that flourishes in his own and 
neighboring provinces a fine chance for separating 
Filipinos from their pesos. 

This sect, known as the Colorum, or Sociedad de 


- Nagareno, is one of the few large organizations of a re- 


ligious or fanatical character that spread over a greater 
portion of the Philippine Islands. 

The stronghold and probable birthplace of the Colorum 
is in Southern Luzon, embracing the provinces of La- 
guna, Batangas, Tayabas and Cavite, with an estimated 
membership of about 40,000. 

Its objects are as manifoid as they are vague. The 
collection of money for the restoration of the Church of 
Our Lady in Quiapo, Manila, was one of the ostensible 
objects, while it is beyond doubt that generous contri-

That the society had 
a temple or headquarters of some sort on this moun- 
tain was substantiated by Capt. Traber Norman of the 
Eighth Infantry, who in January, 1902, conducted an 
expedition over this mountain in pursuit of r- 
gent Pedro Caballes. Records, photographs and regalia 
were found indicating that the caves on the mountain 
had been occupied by the Colorum. 

It was the mysterious faith of these people in the 
coming of a Filipino Chriet that gave Zaide the cue for 
his bunco masterpiece. : 

He had made this image of a black Christ, and an 
image of the Virgin, which he took with great 
from village to village where members of the Colorum 
were known to be. At each place a shrine was 
The two heads placed on sticks wére stuck on a dais, 
covered with robes of velvet and native cloth and dec- 
orated with tin jewelry. The shrine was elaborately 
draped with gold-trimmed satin. 

The natives were then. invited to come to see. the 
Black Messiah and hear his message. 

Here Zaide’s gift of ventriloquism came into play.

The faces of the figures are wonderfully lifelike, 
showing rare workmanship; and the use of glass eyes, 
perfectly set with lashes and brows of hair, completed 
this rare deception.

The provost marshal kept so sirict 
an eye upon his movements that Zaide returned to his 
home in Pagsanjan, where he constructed a new outfit 
and went after the pesos of his neighbors. So strong a 
hold did he have upon the minds of the natives of his 
own province that many of the richest families of Pag- 
sanjan were almost ruined by the heavy contributions he 
exacted of them. 

Nor was this the worst of his deception. In order to 
gain still stronger hold upon the people, he led various 
young women of Pagsanjan to believe that they would 
become the mother of still another Christ; that there 
would be a second immaculate conception. 

News that Zaide was still working at his old game

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i WOMEN OF THE WEST. 


SOME BRAVE WIVES WHO HELPED To 


SETTLE ARIZONA. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HERE are heroic women in Arizona whose lives in 
the hands of a literary artist would make stories 
that would thrill the world. They are heroines of 
the first order. Yet their names are searcely known 
away from the valleys and the lonely mountains where 
they live. Talk about heroic men facing mortal dangers 
on the battlefield! There are women in Arizona who 
have braved the horrors of Indian attack every day for 
twenty years and more. 
The story of the life of Bridget Halpin is so typical of 


what other women in New Mexico and Arizona have 


fone through that it is worth telling. In 1873 Peter 
Halpin and his wife and two boys, 12 and 14 years old, 
came from Denver to Arizona. Peter and his wife were 
natives of Ireland, and had been living in mining camps 
in Colorado for several years. They were strong and 
resolute and were determined to win success. A pros- 
pector had secretly shown Halpin a lot of specimens of 
silver and gold ores. They were the richest Halpin had 
ever seen. Two of them assayed at $15,000 and $18,000 
a ton. — 

“But it'll] do no one any good to mine where them 
chunks of ore came from,” said the prospector, when the 
Halpin's enthusiasm was at its height. 

“Why not?” said Halpin. 

“Because them chunks are ont of a ledge that’s down 
fm the Superstition Mountains in Arizona, where the

It would take a volume 
to tell in detail the atrocities perpetrated by the Indians 
during the spring and summer. Seven women and the 


children with them were hacked and slashed to 
by painted Apaches in one morning, cabins were burned.

Mrs. Halpin, too, had “had her share of fright on that 


ward the house, and had sat, rifle in hand, all day, 
peering in every direction through chinks in the pine 
walis of the rude cabin. The Indians had no idea how 
many guns were within, aimed at them, and after a time 
they stole away from the scene. The next day pursuing 
brought news of the massacre of a family of 
five children and a mother only a mile and a half away 
to the west. Every few weeks thereafter, during the 
«summer, the Halpins had cause to sit for a day at a time, 
gun in hand, watching for signs of Indian approach. 
Many a night husband and wife took turns at standing 
guard in their lonely cabin while the boys slept. 

What made the young Irish woman stay there, far from 
any other white family, where the most intractible Indian 
savages abounded, is still a matter of wonder even 
among the old-timers of the Territory. She used to say 
she could not live without Halpin and her boys, and 
so long as they thought they could live elsewhere, she 
had to stay with them. She believed her place was 
with her husband and family, no matter what the danger, 
and so she stayed. Two years later, Halpin was return- 
ing to his cabin from a prospecting trip over the other 
side of the mountains, with two other men, and the party 

was caught in a narrow defile by a party of Indians hid- 
den among the rocks. All the white men were killed 
with poisoned arrows, their bodies were mutilated and 
their scalps were taken. It was a week before their 
bodies were found, and by that time the savages were 
so far away that they were never apprehended. All 
that the widow had in the world was in her home and 
the mountains about her. Her boys had grown to be 
stadwart, brave youths, and they decided to stay there 
another year, anyhow. There was not a settler left 
within seven miles, and the life was as lonely as one 
can imagine. It took a stout heart to stay there, but 
Mrs. Halpin and her boys were equal to it. Many a time 
they saw the prints of moccasins in the dust along the 
trail that led to their home. Several times the news 
came of the slaughter of other settlers further to the

I just meant to stay by the cabin and our 
claims until death, and as time went by I got madder 
and madder at the thought that Apaches could 
make the boys quit the country.” 


that Halpin came to Arizona to find were never di 

covered, but John and Jim Halpin, the boys, inherited 
three fine silver and copper claims from their father. 
One they sold for $9000, and it has since become the 
well-known Laramie mine in Gila county. Another 
claim was worked after Gens. Crook and Miles settled 
the Apache problem in Arizona, in 1879 and 1880. It 
yielded the family some $6000 or $8000 before the vein 
pinched out. When Geronimo had been captured and 
the Apaches had been driven to their reservation at San 
Carlos, Mrs. Halpin and her young men sons settled

they bullt a pretty home on the site of the cabin where 
they had had so exciting a life. The sons secured moun- 
tain water rights, which they sold to the alfalfa farmers 
in the valley, who settled there by the scores when the 
Apaches were finally quelled. Five or six years ago the 
boys married and moved to Prescott, where the mother 
soon followed, to live in her younger son's family until 
her death, last April. 3

HOW DREYFUS LIVES. 


TAKING IT EASY AND LIVING QUIETLY IN THE 
SUBURBS OF PARIS. 


[TH-Bits:]| It is not generally known that Capt. 
fred Dreyfus is living a quiet and retired life in 
little suburban house in Paris. Every day he

He has frequently brushed elbows with his 
est enemies. Not many days ago, for 
officer who gave evidence against him at the 
Renes trial begged his pardon when stepping 
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pointed out the house occupied by the famous prisoner 
of Devil's Island as we passed down a quiet suburban 
thoroughfare of the world’s gayest city. He had 
an interview with Dreyfus that very week. He found 
him writing at his desk as unconcernedly as a retired 
banker, determined to take life easy. 

He explained that he accepted the “pardon,” which — 
many declare he should not have done, at the sole ad- 
vice of his friends, and on the understanding that he 
could appeal against the decision. This chance has gone, 


now that the President has proclaimed an amnesty for 
‘all concerned. 


Dreyfus, continued my friend, is not a sympathetic 
man at first sight—rather the other way; but the more 
you see of him—and 1 have chatted with him some 
seven or eight times during the present year—the more 
you like him. After each conversation your opinion of 
him improves. You quickly discover this fact, that he 
views with broad humanity the motives and acts of the 
men who made bim curse the hour of his birth a thou- 
sand times. 

He acknowledged to me one day that his natural inborn 
reserve had made him many enemies. 

“Until I met my wife,” he once said to me, “I never 
cared for the society of anybody. It was wrong, tat I 
never knew it until it was too late. I sought no friends 
and acquaintances because I had not the inclination, and 
because my ambition to succeed made me careful of my 
time. The hours devoted to friendly intercourse would 
be better spent in study, I thought. When I joined the 
general staff, for instance, I made not a single call— 
just sent my card to superiors and comrades alike. It 
made bad blood; they thought me uncivil.” 

Dreyfus admits, without a shadow of hesitation, that 
many features of his case are unexplained to this day. 
He has many sincere friends who visit him frequently. 
Zola was a regular visitor to his house. Thus the ex- 
prisoner of Devil's Island spends his time, happy in the 
confidence and love of his wife and children. With the 
exception of the police and a few special friends no one 
knows of his whereabouts. | 

If Paris knew that the author of that historical and 
startling book, “Five Years of My Life,” in which the 
writer tells of his sufferings during his five years’ ban- 
ishment, was walking its streets like an ordinary citi- 
zen it would go into convulsions. But Dreyfus—nor his 
ntimate friends, for that matter—is not likely to 
satisfy its curiosity by making himself known.

LOTS OF WHALES. 


THE ATLANTIC OCEAN AGAIN SWARMS 
WITH THE BIG ANIMALS. 


From a Special Correspondent. 5 


OSTON, Sept. 29.— It's Whale“ in New Bedford 
again. “Sparm” are schooling and blowing in afl 
the Western Ocean—the North Atlantic from the 
American coast to the Azores. b 
High bowed, with sturdy stump masts, spelling power 
in every rounded line, whaling ships are sailing in and 
out-of Buzzard’s Bay once more. Bankers and street 
railway directors, merchants and retired gentlemen of 
leisure, come driving down in smart rigs behind fast 
horses to the wharves to get the smell of whale oil in 
their nostrils once more—the smell that brings back to 
them the days when they plied out of New Bedford as 
young boat steerers and harpooners and ordinary crew. 
They assemble around the quaint craft with the try- 
works amidship, with the great bent wooden davits, 
black and uncouth, bolted all along the greasy sides, 
and they stare out toward the harber’s mouth and—wish. 
~— They know that the old days of great adventuring are 
ended. They know that the petroleum and gas have 
made it unlikely that big fortunes will ever be made 
again out of whale, be they plentiful as they may, blow 
they ever so near the coast. But they see the few re- 
maining whalers come in again “full,” counting their 
catches once more by the thousands of barreis. They 
see the old wharf at Union street covered again with 
whale oll casks. They see the Portugee crews roll along 
he street again to draw big money as their share of 


oll and bone that sold for $65,000. The bark Morning 
Star reports from Fayal with 750 barrels taken in the 
last six months. She has been cruising since October 
10, 1901, and has taken 1300 barrels since leaving port. 


Oldest Whaler in the World. 


A glorious old-time voyage has been that of the fine 
old Canton, the oldest whaling vessel in the world. She 
is lying at the Union street wharf now, having dis- 
charged the last five hundred barrels of a net voyage 
that produced 2200 barrels of sperm oil in sixteen 
months—an exceptionally short cruise with a result big 
enough to make even the old whalers of New Bedford 
town admire. 

The Canton sailed the whale grounds of all the seven 
seas long before the garish days of kerosene. She car- 
ried the American flag around the world long before 
many American steamships were on the seas. She 
Struck whale in waters almost unknown to the rest of 
the maritime world. And stout in every timber, able as 
the day when she was launched, with ribs so well pre- 
served that they chip fresh and bright under the ship- 
wright's adze, she promises to carry her white and blue 
house flag, with the black letter “Ww” on the white and 
the red ball on the blue tield, the famous old pennant 
of the Wings of New Bedford, around the world for 
many years to come. 

They treat her lovingly. Scarcely were the last bar- 
rels of oll out of her before the ship carpenters were in 
her—ripping up planks and sheathing to investigate her 
hidden timbers, replacing worn stuff with new, overhaül- 
ing her from stern to stern. Since she was launched, 
she has been renewed again and again from keelson to 
truck.

New Bedford’s Quandary. 


New Bedford is in a quandary. Of all her noble 
whaling fleet of a quarter of a century ago, only a few 
vessels are in commission now. and of those few the 
most are schooners, not adapted to the long cruises of 
two or more years that mean a “good voyage.” Ships 
cannot be adapted to whaling. They must be built for 
it. The craft that must hold a huge fifty or sixty-ton 
fish alongside in a tumbling sea, hanging on to the 
mighty bulk by main strength of tackle and timber, must 
be built far more massively than the ordinary mer- 
chant ship. So now, with sperm whales playing off 
shore, with whales being encountered within two and 
three days’ sail from port, the ancient whaling town is 
unable to take full advantage of its new opportunity. 

What ships there are bring in gold again—not so 
much as before the war, when whale oil was worth dizzy 
prices, but enough to make a good voyage mean big 
profit. Even the schooners, able to remain out only a 
few months and able to carry only a limited quantity 
of oil, have been coming home with from five to six 
thousand dollars“ worth of oil and whalebone. The 
schooner Pedro Varelo—a revenue cutter during the 
Civil War—is in after five months with $5000 worth of 
oil. 

The bigger vessels have been doing correspondingly 
better. The whaling bark Sunbeam, out only two 
months, has reported from Fayal that she has already 
Stained 650 barrels of sperm oil. She promises to

WROUGHT BY MODERN INVENTION. 


[Answers:} A few years ago, when cigarettes were 
made by hand, a smart girl could manipulate six pounds 
of tobacco in a ten-hour day, and roll 2000 cigarettes. 
Then came the invention of the cigarette-making ma- 
chine, which a Single operator manages with ease. In 
a day it makes 200,000 cigarettes, thus saving the wages 
of ninety-nine girls—a sum of very nearly £3000 a year. 

In almost every branch of industry machines are now 
used which do the work of hundreds or even thousands 
of hands, and year by year fresh and more wonderful 
inventions supersede older ones. A few years ago it 
took one man thirty-five and a half hours of working 
time to make a ton of hay, stack it, and make it into 
bales ready for sending away. By the aid of various 
machines, including the new hydraulic hay compressor, 
the same work now occupies only eleven and a halt 
hours of one man’s time, and the cost of each ton of hay 
is reduced by seven shillings. The world’s hay crop 
is about 150,000,000 tons. Therefore, when this ma- 
chinery is used for all hay-making, it will effect a total 
saving of more than £52,000,000 4 year. 

Equally important is a recent innovation In the way 
of bread-making machinery. The various materials are 
poured into a huge glazed tub, shaped rather like the 
cover of a paddle wheel. The tub rocks to and fro, and 
a paddle revolves inside, mixing the dough more thor- 
oughly than human hands can do it, and, of course, far 
more cleanly. In a few minutes a quarter of a ton of 
dough is ready on a huge board, divided accurately into 
quartern or half-quartern weights. These are rapidly 
shaped and passed into a gas-heated oven automatically, 
set at the correct temperature. The whole half-ton of 
bread is ready for the consumer in three hours and fifty- 
four minutes. The same amount took fifty-four hours 
hand work according to the old-fashioned method.

A SOJOURN IN: NIKKO, |

N THE heart of Nikko’s forest sounds the great bell.

As Honiton lace makers, each with 
their different web employ the familiar butterflies and 
flowers found in Devonshire lanes and on the moors to 
furnish their patterns, so is it the purpose of Miss 
Adams to adopt familiar yet distinctive natural objects 
of Hawaii into a network of native weaving. Taro 
leaves, the malle, fan palms, the ilima leaf and bloom 
have all been thought of. To this end Miss Adams will 
send to the schools of lace design in Ireland, drawings, 
photographs and specimens of the motifs suggested. In 
time a design drawn by a native Hawaiian may be 
adopted, but until the art is more widely known the 
sending to an art school for a working design is neces- 
sitatea by the necessity of accurate knowledge of the 
craft required by a designer. 

It is the hope of those who have propagated the new 
industry to see eventually a lace making college, capable 
of being widened into an institution somewhat similar 
in plan to an agricultural college, for the use of Hawaiian 
girls and women. In connection with this the lace will 
be sold at a fair price for the workers, the profits paying 
the expense. As purely a Hawaiian affair Miss Adams 
believes that with the impetus and interest already se- 
cured, shé will have no difficulty in renewing subscrip- 
tions and soliciting new ones to start such an institu- 
tion and keep it going until it is on a paying basis.

OUR MESA HOME. 


AND SOME OF THE NEIGHBORS WE 
CAME TO KNOW.

HEN we came to the “Land of Sunshine,” one of 
the things desired, in addition to the almost per- 
. fect climate of this region, was a high altitude 
and quiet; and, as a result of our quest, we secured a 
house which had long been vacant, where on the mesa, 
tt an elevation of over 2000 feet, we could look over a 
deautiful valley dotted with many thriving colonies, 
with the grand old mountains on all sides, and far off 
© the west a view of the ocean, while the ever-changing 
‘fects of light and shadow were a continual source of 
pleasure. 

The house was said to have been unoccupied, but we 
on discovered other tenants who claimed possession. 

An owl had made his home here, and nightly called 
lown the chimney to know “who” had come to disturb 
aim. A swarm of bees had taken possession of the 
attic, and unwillingly gave up their quarters, or rather 
were ejected from them, leaving a goodly supply of honey 
in our possession. About a couple of miles away was a 
large bee farm, and these had probably strayed from 
there. A study of the bee and its habitg is always in- 
teresting. and much has been written regarding them. 
The great abundance of wild and cultivated flowers 
found here afford abundant material for these busy 


little insects to work upon, and the amount of labor that 
one of them will perform in its rather brief existence 


is astonishing. 1 watched one of them visit 125 flowers, 
and then it was not ready to return to its hive, which 
was thought to be at least two miles away. 

Our back porch was claimed by an always unwelcome 
native, but he shook his rattle at us once too often, and 
suddenly died. However, his relatives are not very 
numerous in this part of the country and are not so 
dangerous as many think them. They always fight 
fairly and give warning, and they cannot strike their 
victim any further than their length away, and if they 
miss him they art obliged to coil before striking again. 


Like all snakes, they will usually get out of the way if 


they have an opportunity to escape. 

In some unknown manner a skunk gained access to 
our kitchen, and was there in the morning, as if pre- 
pared to assert his claim for possession; but with a lit- 
tle gentle coaxing, he was prevailed upon to depart with- 
out leaving a reminder of his visit. Had a short- 
sighted member of the household carried out bis inten- 
tions of attacking the intruder with the rolling pin, the 
eviction would have resulted more disastrously. 

A weasel came out of his hole near by. cautiously, to 
investigate the new-comers, but after being chased home 
by a bullet, decided that he did not care to remain long 
in that neighborhood. 

In our efforts to prepare a garden, we encountered 
many intcresting specimens of insect life, with many 
of which we were unfamiliar; not that insects are un- 
usually numerous here, but rather that we saw what 
there were. 

The different kinds of ants are always entertaining 
and instructive, even if they are oftentimes a nuisance. 

A very large chrysalis was discovered, and we carried 
it into the house and sat up the greater part of a night, 
watching it come out as a beautiful hummingbird moth. 

An ugly-looking centipede, which was cut in two by a 
spade, started off in opposite directions with the differ- 
ent parts of its divided anatomy. Both the centipede 
and tarantula are much less numerous and dangerous 
here than in many other localities; in fact, I never 


heard of a person being seriously injured by them. 


Much more to be dreaded is the bite of a rather small 
spider with a glistening black body, whose favorite re- 
sorts are in basements or under outbuildings. 

While we were watching a large hairy spider in the

what had become of it, but we found it to be one of the 
trap-door varieties. 

The horned toads are something like a pug dog, in- 
teresting from their mere homeliness. They are really 
not toads at all, but members of the lizard family. They 
are perfectly harmless and are great insect destroyers. 


They appear rather to enjoy being handled or petted, if 


they see that they are not going to be hurt. 

The small and quite numerous variety of lizards, or 
swifts, as they are commonly called, are much more at- 
tractive and are quite easily tamed. One of them, that 
has his home under the edge of our porch, would come 
into my lap and catch flies, occasionally hiding under 
my necktie until one would come within reach: but if 
a strange person would come up while he was visiting 
me, he would be off to his retreat like a flash. Their 
rather long tails are quite easily detached from the body, 
so that often, when attacked by a cat or other enemy, 
this part is all that is secured by the captor, while the 
vital part of the little animal escapes, and in a few 
weeks will appear with a new caudal appendage. 

The ground around us showed indications of the work 
of the pocket gopher—that little pest so hard to be gotten 
rid of when once it is established in any locality. With 
its great aversion to daylight. it seldom is seen on the 
surface except as it comes to deposit its load of earth and 
then it quickly retires. It requires great care to 
trap it, and an exceptionally good cat to catch it. It is 
a voracious feeder and destroys a great deal. Its skill 
in running its tunnels to any desired locality would do 
credit to an engineer. Z 

We thought we had got them out of our garden, and 
were watching some particularly fine melons, but when 
we went to pick them, we discovered that these little 
miscreants had come up under them and eaten out the 
fontents of the melon without disturbing the outside, 
or the earth about them. :

We had given us a cat, quite noted for her hunting 
qualities, and she was probably the salvation of our 
garden. Not a day passed that we did not observe her 
coming in with squirrel, rabbit or gopher. Not satisfied 
with these, she came in one morning with a red racer 
snake over four feet in length which was keeping her 
very active to avoid his coil, but when it was taken 
away from her to be chloroformed, she acted quite dis- 
appointed. | 

I once witnessed her capture a jack-rabbit much larger 
than herself. For about three minutes there was a ver- 
itable whirlwind of cat and rabbit, but the latter was 
dead at the end of that time. She then tried to bring 
it to the house, but it was so heavy that she got only a 
few feet when she gave up, completely exhausted, and 
welcomed my assistance. 

The buzzards are not especially attractive birds, but 
they are so useful that, in many localities, they are pro- 
tected by law. They fly but little, nearly always sailing 
when in the air, and are as graceful on the wing as they 
are awkward on the earth. The quickness with which 
they discover any dead meat is remarkable, and | am 
inclined to favor the theory that they depend altogether 
on their sight. I have thrown out in the stubble fields 
such small objects as a dead squirrel, or the body of a 
snake, when there was not a buzzard in view over the 
whole valley, but it would never be over a couple of 
hours before they would be there, feeding on it. 

In this genial climate the wild birds find an ideal home. 
all through the year, and on their part do much with 
their music, bright colors and attractive ways, toward 
worms and insects is of value to the orchards 
and shrubbery. 

It is well worth the little effort required to cultivate 
the friendship of “Our Little Brothers of the Air.” All! 
of them have their interesting characteristics, many of 
which are manifest only on close acquaintance. Al- 

some may commit depredations in the orchards, 


balances their mischief. I became acquainted with sev- 
eral from our well-shaded porch. A hummingbird se- 
lected as a resting place a twig within a couple of feet 
of my chair, where he would come after his trip among 
the flowers, or after chasing off some other bird which 
he considered an intruder in domain—for these 
little creatures are quite pugnacious, with ail their at- 
tractiveners. : 

A chewink built her nest in the vine over the window, 
where, by carefully lifting the shade, we could watch al! 
her domestic operations. * 

In a climbing rose bush the linnets had made their 
home, and during their building operations very gladly 
accepted my contributions of cotton and threads. Two 
builders appeared, to see which could get off with the 
most of my contributions. After carrying all they could 
in their beaks, they would hurriedly work it in their 
nests and hasten back for more, the male meanwhile 
dashing back and forth after his better-half, singing 
and making suggestions, acting like an all-important 
one, though in reality doing very little of the work. The 
linnets have a bad repuation among the fruit growers, 
but I could never believe them quite so reprehensible as 
often represented. | 

In a peach tree near us some canaries have built their 
home, and a much happier time they had than did their 
cousins behind the bars of the cages. ö 

From under the hedge the mother quail comes forth 
with her family of eighteen little ones, and her mate 
is always with her, acting as an efficient guide and 
protector. Finding that we would not harm them, they 
often came about the house, and we became quite good 
friends. 

From the under surface of a leaf of a palm a brilliant 
tanager built her home, using in its construction the 
fibers of the palm, and attaching it to the leaf by sew- 
ing some of the fibers through and through the leaf. 

From a eucalyptus tree a mocking bird pours forth 
his sweet medley of a song, and occasionally will come 
and perch on the house, repeating the programme, that 
we may better appreciate his accomplishments. 

And thus day after day passed in what some of our 
acquaintances thought must be a lonely existence, but 
what we considered almost overcrowded with interesting 
nature. Each day was welcomed by the birds with the 
most delightful coneert, and as evening approached and 
they returned from their wanderings, we could hear 
them from their perches in the orchard and hedges, com- 
paring notes until, as the shadows grew deeper, the

Life Among the Sjoux. 


An important beginning has been made. The only 
record in existence of Indian life, as seen by one whose 
boyhood was passed amid the scenes described, makes 
this work of rare interest. Charles A. Eastman (Oblyeso,) 
born and bred a Sioux, led the tribal life until he left 
savagery for civilization. E. L. Blumenschein, the illus- 
trator of “Indian Boyho6éd,” was sent te Dakota in the 
summer of 1901, to sketch scenes and customs of Indian 
life, and his illustrations furnish an enlightening and 


artistic accompaniment to the text. 


The hero of this autobiography tells of his mother’s 


death when be was born, and the peculiarf.ies of his 


foster mother, and his oak board cradle and its curious 
fashioning, where he was often hung against a lodge 
pole or the bough of a tree. There the birds often lit on 
his cradle, and he was succored on soups of wild rice and 
pounded venison. The early hardships are remembered 
and the time of the Sioux massacre, and the wanderings 
that followed which were marked by perils. The life 
of exposure when the Indians collected roots and the

_ gestive organs. It was thought that success might be 
obtained by mixing the peanut with other flours. The 
ration was discontinued and has not been resumed in 
any form. 8 

“Nuts, however, have long been a large part of the 
food hundreds of thousands of Europeans. The ab- 
sence of Indian corn as an article of diet among the 
poorer classes in France is to a considerable extent re- 
placed by the chestnut. Through the center of France, 


b from the Bay of Biscay to Switzerland, there are large 
plantations and almost forests of chestnut trees. The 
nuts are much larger than those with which we are fa- 


miliar and are extensively eaten by men and animals. 
A large part of the peasantry, during the fall and win- 
tér, make two meals daily from chestnuts, which they 
steam and eat with salt or milk. The physicians among 
them say that chestnuts are wholesome, hearty, nu- 
tritious and fattening. Walnuts have also been used 
largely as an article of food; but are losing ground on 
account of the increasing scarcity of the crop, as the 
timber is im great demand for furniture. In some parts 
of France, however, these nuts still form a regular article 
of dict. 

“The peanut, so common in the United States, is very 
rarcly caten roasted in France. The price of the peanut, 
imported from Africa, Spain, Italy and India, is about 
three times that asked in America and the nut (ground- 
nut) is much smaller than our peanut. Enormous quan- 
tities of the groundnut are brought into Marseilles for 
conversion into oll. The taste for these nuts as a food 
is growing and when the fine American Varieties are 
placed upon the market at a reasonable price there is 
little doubt that the peanut will become popular among 
the French. Several tons of shelled peanuts were shipped 
from this country last year for the great oil trade of Mar- 
seilles and our Consul there reported that the quality 
was eo satisfactory that there would be a market for 
as many as might be shipped from our Southern — 
Peanut exports to France is one of the questions 
to come before the Macon convention next month. 

„In Italy filberts have the same place in the trade that 
peanuts occupy in our country. They are roasted and 
offered for sale on the streets. Chestnuts are the only 
nuts that enter largely into the regular 
poorer people. During the fall and winter they are eaten 
roasted or prepared like a stew, with gravy. Korea is 
another country in which nuts are quite extensively used 


as food, the chestnut having almost the same place 


among the people that the potato has among us. 

“The peanut is likely to continue to be the nut of 
most commercial importance in our country. We pay to 
the retailers of peanuts about $10,000,000 a year for the 
peanuts we eat and we shell them ourselves which, in 
the aggregate, involves a good deal of labor. Southern 
planters also fatten hogs on them and make hay of the 
vines. With bright prospects for a large export trade,

CHINA WORTH MORE THAN GOLD. 
FIVE-TOED DRAGONS AND SIXTEEN-PETAL 
_CHRYSANTHEMUMS GIVE GREAT VALUE. |

If you happen to possess a cup or saucer with a five- 
claw green dragon on it, or a porcelain bow! decorated with 
a sixteen-petaled chrysanthemum, though perhaps you are 
unaware of the fact, you have a treasure that is worth 
its weight in gold. But, however richly decorated the 
piece of porcelain may otherwise be, unless the dragon 
has five claws and the chrysanthemum sixteen petals, no 
more and no less, it has no value in one particular re- 
spect. 

Now, the reason why a dragon with five claws or a 
chrysanthemum of sixteen petals makes a very ordinary- 
looking cup or saucer worth so much is this: A green 
dragon with five claws is the crest of the Chinese Em- 
peror, and it is only porcelain manufactured, for his spe- 
cial use that is permitted to bear that device. Indeed, 
in China the severest penalties are enforced against any 
one even found with such porcelain in his possession. 

For a similar reason search through all the bric-a-brac 
stores in the United States for a little cup with a sixteen- 
petaled chrysanthemum on it, and thé chances are a 
thousand to one you will be disappointed. Cups, bowls, 
and saucers, you will, of course, find in plenty with 
chrysanthemums on them, but on close inspection you 
will discover the flower may have almost any number of 
petais but sixteen. As a five-claw dragon is the crest of 
the Chinese Emperor, so a sixteen-petaled chrysanthe- 
mum is that of His Imperial Majesty of Japan, and por- 
celain so decorated is also for his use only. To prevent

He was 
then not a little surprised to be asked by an apparently 
much interested person whether the saucer would be in- 
cluded in the sale, as it was not entered on the cata- 
logue. The saucer dad been entirely overlooked, but it 
was finally decided to include it in the sale, though it 
Was not supposed the piece would bring 10 cents. 

So, after the important numbers had been disposed of, 
the auctioneer put up the saucer, with a few preliminary 
facetious remarks. He asked if any one would bid 5 cengs 
for the saucer, and 5 cents was promptly offered. Then 
came a bid of 25 cents, capped by another of 60, and, be- 
tween two competitors, the price rose briskly to $19. At 
$23 it was finally knocked down, to the astonishment of 
all the uninitiated present. But the two bidders happened 
to know the value of a five-claw dragon when they saw 
one, at any rate on a saucer. The subsequent history of 
the saucer, too, g as not uneventful. In a year or two 
it was again sold at auction, and was then bought by a 
dealer at a big advance on the $23. By him it was taken 
East and resold into one of the finest collections, where 
it now reposes in a handsome glass case. | 

Of the imperial Japanese porcelain there are perhaps 

twenty-five or thirty pieces known to be in the United 
States. An American woman, who, a short time since, re- 
turned from Japan was fortunate enough to secure a 
dozen saki cups and saucers bearing the coveted sixteen- 
petaled chrysanthemum. How she managed it is a story 
she will not disclose, as a few vacant positions in the 
imperial household might result in consequence. . 
It will thus be seen that if you should discover in your 
china closet a saucer with a five-claw dragon on it, or a 
little bowl bearing a sixteen-petaled chrysanthemum 
you have a treasure whose proper place is in your recep- 
tion room.

HOME LIKE A BIRD.

This weed is often fished up from overside by passen- 
gers and crew, for itt makes a delightful ornament for 
the cabin until it begins to dry, when it falls apart and 
finally crumbles away. Sometimes, if one gets a partic- 
ularly large and thick cluster of it, strange living things 
are found. They are creatures that rarely if ever are 
to be caught anywhere else except in the weed, for they 
dwell there and in the Saragasso Sea only. Among them 


these crabs has a shell that is as shining and rich as 
the skies at sunset. Another still more curious creature 
that dwells in the weed is the mouse fish, also known 
as the marbied angler. 

This little fish is so strangely shaped that, when he 
lies among the weed it requires sharp and trained eyes 
to see him, even when one has the clump that contains 
him in the hand. His colors and his markings are 
exactly like the tiny berries and sprays of the weed. 
His fins are strangely fringed and ragged, so that they 
look just like the wiry stems of the cluster. 

This beautiful and wonderful fish builds himself a nest 
among the weed as it floats on the surface, and there- 
after he dwells in it and rears his family in it, just as a 
bird would on land. But, unlike a bird, he must 
follow his nest, for it is not fixed in its position as a 
nest on a tree or bush, but drifts on and on with the weed.
